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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The indicated allowability of the claims is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Yoda et al. and Kurotaka. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) are 
provided below. 

Drawings 

3. The content of the drawings are objected to by the examiner. 

Title 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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6. Claims 1, 6, 14, 27, and 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Yoda et al (5,893,019). The fixing apparatus by Yoda et al. teaches print path, a fixing device 
having a hot roller 7 and more than one pressure roller 102, 104, &105, and a shunting device 
103 operable to cause a image to pass selectively either between the hot roller and only one 
pressure roller or between the hot roller and more than one pressure roller (figures 5-7). Further, 
a deposition device is positioned on the print path. The shunting device diverts a media onto the 
fusing circuit (column 14, line 1 - column 22, line 28). In the non-contact position, 104 serves 
as a fusing circuit because it supports the media during the period between contact with the hot 
roller at nip 102a and nip 105a. 

7. Claims 1, 6, 31, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kurotaka (JP 04-280280a). The fixing apparatus by Kurotaka teaches print path, a fixing device 
having a hot roller 2 and more than one pressure roller 1, and a shunting device 4 operable to 
cause a image on a media to pass selectively either between the hot roller 2 and only one 
pressure roller 1 or between the hot roller 2 and more than one pressure roller 1,1 s (abstract; 
figures 1-2). Further, a deposition device is positioned on the print path (figure 2). 

Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Bresnick teach pertinent prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 28-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
